ae Weltner 
Is Seen as Head 
Of Oglethorpe

Philip Weltner, Atlanta attorney 
and former chancellor of - Uni- 
versity System of Geor may 
succeed Dr. Thornwell Sais as 
president of Oglethorpe Univer- 
sity provided the university’s ex- 
ecutive committee. meets condi- 
tions laid down by Weltner, it was 
announced yesterday by Edgar 
Watkins, chairman of the com- 
mittee, 

Weltner indicated he would-ac- 
cept the place provided the uni- 
versity first will wipe out a cur- 
rent indebtedness of $27,000. Wat- 
kins said he and the committee 
already had undertaken the task 
of raising the required fund and 
expressed confidence that the con- 
dition would be met. 

“However, several weeks may 
be required,” Watkins told The 
Constitution, - 

Spokesmen for the university 
expressed the hope that choice of 
Weltner might pave the way to- 
ward recognition for Oglethorpe’s 
new school of medicine. Ogle- 
thorpe medical students have been 
barred from study and internship 
at Grady hospital on the grounds 
the institution is not recognized 
by proper medical and educational 
boards. 

Dr. Jacobs, who founded the 
University in 1913 and had served 
as its president for 30 years, re- 
signed Friday. During the past 
year management of the school’s 
affairs has been marked by fre- 
quent clashes of policy between 
the president and the trustees. 


Weltner was born in New York 
in 1887 and was graduated from 
the University of Georgia with 
degree of bachelor of arts in 1907. 
He was graduated in law by Co- 
lumbia University in 1910 and in 
1933 was awarded the degree of 
doctor of laws by the university 
which he is expected to head. 

He was admitted to the Geor- 
gia bar in 1910 and has practiced 
law in Atlanta since. He served 
as receiver for the Georgia, Flori- 
da & Alabama railroad and be- 
came regent at large for the Uni- 
versity System of Georgia in 1932. 
From 1933 to 1935 he was chan- 
célior. 

Throughout his career he has 
given much time to social, educa- 
tional and governmental problems 
of Georgia. 

Watkins last night cleared up 
questions that had been raised 
with regard to title to the more 
than $1,500,000 of assets claimed 
by the university. Recent articles 
in national publications hinted 
that much of Oglethorpe’s prop- 
erty was held personally by Dr. 
Jacobs. 

“At one time Dr. Jacobs held 
title to some valuable acreage ad- 
joining the campus,” Watkins said. 
“This was because the doctor had 


put up his insurance to Meet an/ 


obligation of $10,000 when the 
property was in danger of being 
foreclosed. The money later was 
raised and title to the property 
was restored to the university.” 


“IT have not yet received Senator 
George’s letter. However, there 
likely will be an extra session of 
the Georgia legislature to offer 
Georgia men and women in the 
armed services the elective fran- 
chise. I should like very much 
for Georgia to blaze the trail in 
this important matter as it has 
been doing in other matters of im- 
portance.” 

Separate Action. 

With congress tied up in a 
state’s right battle over election 
control that is endangering the 
franchise of men and women in 
the armed forces, Senator George 
suggested that Georgia act sepa- 
rately and immediately to facili- 
tate and guarantee voting privi- 
leges for ner citizens abroad. It is 
doubtful if the soldier vote substi- 
tute passed by the senate wguld be 
of much value even if it is ap- 
proved by the house and the Pres- 
ident. 

With timé drawing near for the 
1944 political year—in which, in- 
cidentally, Senator George himself 
will be up for re-election—there is 
no workable provision for persons 
in the armed forces abroad to vote. 
Georgia has a complicated system 
of absentee voting that is imprac- 
tical for battlefront balloting, and 
some states do not have any pro- 
visions at all. 

In his letter headed to Atlanta, 
the senator called on the Gover- 
nor to see that the young men and 
young women who have reached 
18 years of age and ate now in the 
armed forces be given the benefit 
of the constitutional amendment 
which Arnall successfully spon- 
sored. The Governor, in his state- 
ment, was. determined that all eli- 
gible persons of voting age in the 
armed forces be given the oppor- 
tunity of voting. 

George Suggestion. 

Senator George suggested that 
the Georgia legislature should be 
able to work out plans in a one 
or two-day session that would 
enable men and women in the 
armed forces to vote in, state and 
federal primaries and elections, 
The session would be limited only 
to this legislation. 

He said the ballots next year, 
and throughout the war period, 
could be sent to the heads of the 
Army and Navy and other 
branches of the government, with 
t' direction for return of the bal- 
lots by the eligible members of the 
armed services to the secretary of 
state. 

“It would be necessary to waive, 
in behalf of the members of the 
armed forces, application for ab- 
sentee ballot and certain other 
technical requirements now neces- 
sary to voting under the Georgia 
laws,” the senator wrote. “It would 
seem to me that you and the legis- 
lature might conclude that actual 
service in the armed forces might 
dispense with registration and the 
payment of the poll tax in all cases 
where the local authorities can 
determine that the voter would be 
eligible to register and cast his 
vote if he were physically present 
ii the county of his residence both 
on the date of the primary and of 
the general election,” 

Senator George mentioned the 
difficulty encountered by federal 
legislation because many congress- 
men believe that the qualification 
of electors is solely and exclusive- 
ly within the power of the states. 

“All of us are most anxious for 
the servicemen to have the oppor- 
tunity to vote, but we do not wish 
the national government to pre- 
scribe qualifications for the voters 
in our state,” Senator George said. 
“If the power of the national con- 
gress to prescribe qualifications of 
voters within the state is conced- 
ed, then the state will lose the 
control of its elections and of its 
election machinery, so far as all 
federal offices are concerned.”

BRUNSWICK, Ga., Dec. 11— 
In a dispute over the ownership 
of a car of 1939 vintage, a son 
shot and killed his father this 
afternoon after a family fight, ac- 
cording to the State Patrol, and 
Glynn county authorities are hold- 
ing the son in jail here on a 
charge of murder. 

The shooting took place on St. 
Simons Island, and the victim was 
Lawrence A, Lane, 40, of Route 1, 
Brunswicks The man who. is 
charged with killing him is his 
only son, William Green Lane, 23,1 
6f 821 Grant street, Brunswick, a 
f'worker in the local shipyards. 


According to the information 
which Troopers D. H. Branch and 
R. J. Taft, of the State Patrol, 
rounded up, there was some bad 
blood between father and son over 
payments on a Ford coupe which 
they jointly owned, and the wives 
of the two men joined in this 
quarrel, 


This morning, the State Patrol 
said, Lane went to his son’s home 
and after having some words with 
his daughter-in-law, is alleged to 
have threatened to kill his son. 
When the son got home, his wife 
told him what the father had said. 
The son, the official said, imme- 
diately went looking for his fa- 
ther, taking his wife along as a 
witness. 

The official reports of officers 
gave this account of ensuing 
events: 


In the afternoon, the son found 
his father and his step-mother on 
St. Simons Island, and the dispute 
flamed out in earnest. The step- 
mother seized the son’s wife, and 
when the son interfered, the fa- 
ther is said to have jumped on 
the son. 


Freeing himself from his fa- 
ther’s grasp, the son went to the 
automobile and seized a .16-gauge 
shotgun. The father continued to 
advance, and. the son shot him in 
the leg. As his father continued 
to come on, refusing to heed the 
son’s demands that he stop, the 
son shot the father through the 
heart, killing him instantly. At 
the time the older man was un- 
armed. 

Young Lane offered no resist- 
ance to the state troopers. When 
they arrived he surrendered readi-

Meantime, McKibben said, an 
effort is being made to find a 
Negro woman in connection with 
the case. 

The suspect was bound over 
yesterday in recorder’s court on 
two counts of taking money under 
false pretenses, the officer contin- 
ued. He was arrested several 
days ago by Detectives M. V. Moss 
and L. T. Bullard. 


Object of Search. 

The latest development in. the 
much publicized Heinz case was 
brought to light when the two ra- 
dio patrolmen found Arnold, the 
object of a long search, in jail. 

McKibben said a charge of 
“suspicion of murder” was booked 
against Arnold until his possible 
connection with the case can be 
thoroughly investigated. 

The suspect, a well known po- 
lice character, was first arrested 
here in 1936 and given three 
months in jail for larceny from 
a house. He was given two to 
five years in 1937 for burglary; in 
1940 sentences to 12 months for 
larceny from a house and im 1942 
was acquitted on a charge of as- 
sault with intent to murder. 

In her description of the night 
intruder Mrs. Heinz reported see- 
ing grappling with her husband 
the night of September 28, Mrs. 
Heinz said the assailant was a 
“light-skinned Negro,’ who seemed 
to be about six feet tall. 


Identification bureau records 
show Arnold to be 5 feet 11 inches 
tall, 


Gun Duel. 


Patrolmen Miller and Blackwell 
answered a call to the Heinz home 
September 28 an@ engaged in a 
gun duel with Dr. Bryant K. Vann, 
son-in-law of the banker, who 
rushed to the Heinz home in re- 
sponse to a frantic telephone call 
from Mrs. Heinz. 


In the investigation, it devel- 
eped the two officers had often 
stopped and talked with Heinz in 
regard to burglars and night 
prowlers. The banker reportedly 
offered them $100 to lock up any 
prowler found on the premises 
after dark, 


Heinz had often expressed a de- 
sire to “get his hands on” the bur- 
glar, Police records in Atlanta 
and DeKalb county show the 
Heinz home was burglarized nine 
times during the year preceding 
the slaying.

Balkans Told 
By Hull They'll 
Fall With Nazis 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—(#)— 
The United States, in a move to 
split Hitler’s Balkan satellites 
away from the Axis, tonight sol- 
emnly warned the governments of 
Bulgaria, Hungary and Rumania 
that they must share the “con- 
sequences of the terrible defeat 
that United Nations arms are so 
surely bringing to Nazi Germany.” 

The somber warning came from 
Secretary of State Cordell Hull 
on the second anniversary of a 
declaration of war against the 
United States by the three govern- 
ments. It implied an appeal to 
the peoples of the three nations to 
overthrow the “puppets of Hitler” 
and take their government into 


‘their own hands. 


Regardless of “‘the sentiments of 
their people,” Hull said, “the gov- 
ernments in power in these three 
countries have recklessly con- 
tinued their participation in the 
War against us.” 

“They must by this time real- 
ize that they will have to share 
the responsibility” for aiding the 
Nazis, he said. 

The strong statement was issued 
just one day after waves of Al- 
lied bombers struck a heavy air 
blow at Sofia, capital of Bulgaria. 
It came, too, at a time when there 
are mounting indications that the 
pro-Nazi Bulgarian and Hungarian 
governments faced a showdown 
with their own masses. 

Following is the text of the Sec- 
retary of State’s announcement: 

“It is just two years since the 
governments of Bulgaria, Hungary 
and Rumania, having already be- 
come servile puppets of Hitler, 
obedient to the orders of their 
master, declared war against the 
United States.

The submarines fought back 
wildly with their newly installed 
antiaircraft guns, forcing down 
two Allied planes, but a joint ad- 
miralty-air ministry communique 
said “more than 95 per cent of 
the total number of. escorted ships 
reached the harbor in safety.” 

British destroyers and corvettes 
escorting the convoys escaped 
without a single casualty. Most 
of the crews of the Sunderland 
coastal patro] plane and Liberator 
bomber were rescued. 

It was the third time within re- 
cent weeks that German U-boats 
have tried costly mob raids on 
trans-Atlantic convoys, one an- 
nounced on December 5 costing 
them six submarines. 


American Thrust. 


The American Fifth Army has 
increased its threat to the Ger- 
mans blocking the road to Rome 
in the upper Garigliano valley by 
a mile thrust that captured an 
important height, and the British 
Eighth Army, in fighting as bit- 
ter as any in the Italian campaign, 
has taken San Leonardo, on the 
north bank of the Moro river. Ai- 
lied headquarters announced. 

One section of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral’s Mark W. Clark’s Fifth Army 
was battering its way toward Cas- 
sino from the east. Others of his 
troops were fighting ag way to 
ward Cassino from the south. 
These units ran into a roaring bat 
tle for San Pietro, fortified village 
southeast of Cassino. 

For the first time Italian troops 
were in the fray as organized 
units. They advanced into the 
hills north of Mignano on the 
Fifth Army front, but were hurled 
back by a counterattack of unite 
of the Hermann Goering armored 
division with 300 casualties. 

General H. H. Arnold, U. S. air 
chief, winding up a tour, said Eu- 
rope will Be softened for invasion 
by all-side bombing of Germany. 

Russians Snap Back. 

Russian mobile guns and infan- 
try snapped back in counterattack 
west of Kiev, wrecking 103 Ger- 
man tanks and successfully hold- 
ing back massed Nazi forces as the 
Germans, in one of the greatest 
battles of the war, assailed Rus- 
sian lines on a 40-mile front in an 
apparent all-out drive to retake 
the Ukrainian capital of Kiev. 

The battle was centered south 
and southwest of Malin, 55 miles 
from Kiev in the flat, snow-cov- 
ered steppes that permitted the 
Germans to use the type of war- 
fare they made famous early in 
the war. 

Two hundred miles to the south- 
east in the Dnieper bend the Rus- 
sians won 12 more towns as they 
spread out through vital rail lines 
toward the objectives of Kirovo- 
grad and Krivoi Rog. 

Bulgaria Seeks “Out.” 

Bulgaria, caught between Ger- 
man bayonets and American 
bombs and facing the prospect of 
her third crushing national defeat 
in 30 years, pondered intensely 
last night the chances of moving 
closer to Russia, her traditional 
friend, and cutting loose from the 
tobogganing fortunes of Adolf 
Hitler. 

Diplomats watching Balkan de- 
velopments closely, however, ques- 
tioned whether growing demands 
of opposition elements for a 
switch away from the Nazis were 
likely to find effective expression 
before Allied troops, including 
Russians, appear on the Bulgarian 
border. 

A Bulgarian cabinet crists re- 
sulting in the resignation of For- 
eign Minister Georgi Shishmanov 
was reported in bomb-wrecked 
Sofia. The Turkish radio reported 
the resignation.

a Details of Invasion 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11—(AP)—The war’s greatest 
mystery—when and where the invasion hammers of Anglo- 
American forces will strike—apparently drew nearer a solu- 
tion today with Allied leaders laying the final pieces in the 


military jig-saw puzzle. 

Latest reports from the White 
House disclosed that President 
Roosevelt has unfolded the details 
of the newly conceived victory 
strategy to his Allied commander 
in North Africa and Italy, General 
Dwight E. Eisenhower, thus ready- 
ing the stage for at least one of 
the blows to be aimed at Germany 
from the south, east and west. 

The belated report of the Roose- 
velt-Eisenhower conference came 
from Major George E. Durno, for- 
mer White House correspondent 
traveling with the President. 

“Mr. Roosevelt,” he said, “‘con- 
structed a final and complete pic- 
ture for Eisenhower at Carthage, 
apprising him of the myriad de- 
tails agreed upon by the joint staff 
to make possible execution of the 
new overall strategy.” 


Report to General. 

The report to the, general was 
given during a 48-hour stopover 
at the ancient Roman city on the 
President’s roundabout trip home 
from conferences with Prime Min- 
ister Churchill and Premier Stalin 
at Teheran and with Generalis- 
simo Chiang Kai-shek and 
Churchill at Cairo.

State To Erase 
Bonded Debt 


Despite an estimated eight mil- 
lion dollar loss in gasoline tax 
revenue, Georgia will reduce its 
fixed debt by more than eight mil- 
lion dollars during the first year 
of the Arnall administration, state 
fiscal experts believe. 


At the present rate of reduction, 
Georgia’s fixed debt will be $12,- 
146,790 on December 31, 1943, 
which is $8,240,164 below the $20,- 
386,955 debt on the same date in 
1942, 

The bonded indebtedness will 
be wiped out completely. This 
debt was $3,203,202 last December. 
Since that time Governor Arnall 
has set aside an additional $2,- 
489,482 sinking fund to apply on 
this account. 

Increases in income taxes and 
other public revenues made up the 
loss in gasoline taxes to a large 
extent, it was pointed out. 


AdvantageSeen 
In Liquor Tax 


The United States commission- 
er of revenue, Robert S. Henegan, 
of Washington, believes the pres- 
ent federal system of taxing liquor 
dealers in Georgia’s dry counties 
“is a distinct advantage” in that 
it furnishes a record to law en- 
forcement agencies of the ‘state. 


He answered protests of the 
Georgia revenue department yes- 
terday in a letter to.an Augusta 
newspaper. Henegan said collec- 
tion of occupational taxes is re- 
quired by law, and the bureau 
makes no distinction between wet 
and dry counties. 

The government can _ control 
liquor sales only through taxation, 
and if taxation is removed the 
power to punish violators is also 
lost, Henegan added.

BASE IN BRITAIN, Dec. 11.—(/P)

JESUP, Ga., Dec. 11.—A _ pri- 
vate at Camp Stewart, Ga., and 
a young woman who worked in 
the camp laundry are under arrest 
in Sparks, Tenn., according to the 
sheriff's office here, on a warrrant 


Troy O. Grantham, 29, a bus 
driver, of Jesup. 

The sheriff charged that the 
couple stole Grantham’s automo- 
bile and hid the body in the woods 
after he was killed. 

Those under arrest, the sheriff’s 
office says, are Private Hubert B. 
Baker, 25, and Dorris Sorrenson, 
19, of Bridgewater, Iowa. The 
sheriff said ne was able to trace 
them through information a truck 
driver gave to him. 

Eight days ago, the sheriff re- 
ported, T. E. Warren discovered 
Grantham’s blood-stained automo- 
bile near Odum, in this county. A 
search failed to reveal the where- 
abouts of Grantham. Yesterday, 
however, hunters in Long county, 
attracted by a drove of hogs, dis- 
covered Grantham’s body in a 
patch of woods back of the Wal- 
thourville Presbyterian church. 

The sheriff's inquiry revealed 
that Baker and Miss Sorrenson 
were passengers in the coach 
which Grantham drove between 
Brunswick and Baxley. These

But there is not available a sin- 
gle recording machine. One can- 
not be bought for love or money. 
The boys have the records and no 
way to record their messages.

‘Big Three’ Delayed 
World Family Plan 


CAIRO, Dec. 11.—-(AP)—President Roosevelt, Prime Min- 
ister Churchill and Premier Stalin in their great war-and- 
peace conferences in the Middle East drafted a rough plan 
for a new world structure different from any previously at- 
tempted—a structure having room inside it for various fra- 
ternal associations of nations—it is believed here.

It is thought here, for instance, 
that although the three leaders 
at Teheran touched on such ques- 
tions as the new map of Europe, 
they did riot try to draw the 
boundary lines, leaving these 
questions for the future. 


Cairo Still in Glow. 


Traces of the meetings still re- 
mained at Cairo today, despite 
the fact that the Roosevelt- 
Churchill parley with President 
Ismet Inonu of Turkey officially 
ended December 6 and he de- 
parted the next day. 

Some members of the British 
and American general staffs stay- 
ed on for further conferences on 
specific problems, with military 
leaders leaving singly or in small 
groups during the week. 

Military men worked harder

Miners Agree 


On Wage Pact 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—()— 
A subcommittee of soft coal oper- 
ators and the United Mine Work- 
ers agreed today on the terms of 
a contract substantially matching 
the wages and working conditions 
of the Ickes - Lewis agreement 
under which the government now 
is operating the mines. 


The new agreement must cross 

several hurdles before it becomes 
an effective, binding contract, but 
it is the first step toward restora- 
tion of the mines to their private 
owners and the termination of the 
nine-month-old wage dispute. 
- The agreement is subject to ac- 
tion of the joint conference of 
operators and miners which will 
meet next Friday. The conference 
represents about 67 per cent of 
the soft coal tonriage. The agree- 
ment also is subject to War Labor 
Board approval and to further ad- 
justment of price ceilings more 
favorable to the operators. 

In addition to the terms of the 
Ickes-Lewis agreement between 
Interior Secretary Ickes and 
UMW Chieftain John L. Lewis, 
the accord reached today provides 
for the payment of $40 to each 
miner as a retroactive settlement 
for underground travel time. 

Meanwhile, the country’s soft 
coal supply continues to dwindle, 
Secretary of the Interior Harold 
L. Ickes reported, as a result of 
“unfavorable” mine operating con- 
ditions and a 12.2 per cent in- 
crease in the rate of consumption 
over last year. 

Consumers’ stock piles dropped 
4,000,000 tons in October and a 
“further decrease is expected to 
be shown by figures for December 
1,” Ickes said.» The reserves in 
users’ bins declined from an aver- 
age of 45 days’ supply on October 
1 to 42 days’ supply on Novem-

U.S. Plane Lands 


In Enemy Area, 


ALGIERS, Dec. 11.—(#)—How 
a U. S. Army transport plane 
landed on a tiny airfield in Ger- 
man-occupied Yugoslavia with sup- 
plies for the guerrilla armies and 
British and American liaison of- 
ficers was described today by Ma- 
jor J. A. Roth, of Cape Girardeau, 
Missouri. 

The plane remained eight min- 
utes, then took off with British 
and Yugoslav officers and a Ger- 
man intelligence corps prisoner. 

“We were met by a group of 
Yugoslavs that included a’ few 
boys and women,” Major Roth 
said, “Their uniforms were a 
nondescript combination of the 
armies of Yugoslavia, Germany, 
Britain and Italy.” 

“The rush to get us out was ex: 
plained by an officer,” Roth con- 
tinued. 

“He told us of a recent takeoff 
attempt by a captured Dornier 217. 
The loaded plane with engines 
running was bombed just before 
taking off and two British officers 
and five Yugoslavs were killed.” 

Roth said a Yugoslav officer, de 
scribing the guerrilla army, told 
him: . 

“Our soldier receives his food 
from the people, takes his arms 
from the enemy and receives his 
pay from the honor of serving his

themselves automatically put out

I, G. Farben’s American cartel 
partner are good only until that 
time,” he said. 

“We owe it to our people to see 
that these manufacturers are per- 
mitted to produce after the war. 

. . It is part of our task in win- 
ning the peace to see that neither 
quinine nor atabrine nor any fu- 
ture remedy for malaria is again 
restricted by cartel control... ” 

It is important that the United 
States maintain the lead in the 
manufacture of vitamins and does 
not allow it to fall into the hands 
of German cartels, he said. 

“It is important that the federal 
government should keep contin- 
ually posted as to the relationship 
between our leading vilamin man- 
ufacturers and I, G. Farben,” he 
continued, “It is important that 
the government make sure that 
practices are followed which lead 
to the maximum use of vitamins 
by the people of the United States 
at a fair price.”

PRINCETON, N. J., Dec. 11.— 
The popularity of the Democratic 
party among labor union members 
has shown a marked decline as 
compared with the early days of 
the New Deal. But the decline 
does not appear to have reached 
such proportions yet as to justify 
Republican hopes for a major split 
in the union vote in 1944, 

Because a number of Demo- 
cratic candidates indorsed by 
unions were defeated in elections 
last month, some commentators 
concluded that the union labor 
vote is already split. However 
much that may be the case in 
local elections, an appraisal of 
union sentiment so far as national 
politics are concerned shows that 
if an election were held today 
the Republicans would likely get 
about one-third of the union vote, 
with the other two-thirds going 
to the Democratic party. In 1936, 
however, the Democrats enjoyed 
a 4 to 1 advantage among union 
members. 

The trend of political senti- 
ment in that group has been chart- 
ed at periodic intervals by the 
institute in nation-wide surveys. 
Each labor union member inter- 
viewed has-been asked which 
party he would prefer to see win 
the presidential election next year. 
The results of the latest survey 
are shown below, with the trend 
indicated.

East Shivers in ley 
Winds; Sailor Killed 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—(AP)—A cold wave borne on high, 
chilling winds spread the season’s coldest weather over the 
Atlantic seahoard from Maine to Virginia today, and fore- 
casts said the worst was yet to come. 


The mercury dipped to 24 de 
grees below zero at Owl's Head, 
N. Y., and five below zero at 
High Point park, atop windswept 
Picatinny range in Sussex county, 
N. J. It hit four above at Al- 


bany, N. Y., 16 at New York, 13 
at Newark, N. J., 22 at Philadel- 
phia and 23 at Boston. 

The winds, ranging in velocity 
from 25-miles-an-hour at Albany, 
to a record 75-miles-an-hour at La- 
Guardia Field, New York, felled 
trees and electric poles, smashed 
plateglass windows, damaged 
buildings and caused at least one 
death. 

Howard V. Lundgren, of Hold- 
en, Mass., 20-year-old sailor on 
leave, was killed in Massachusetts 
when his motorcycle was blown 
against a guard rail. 

Ship Aground. 

The Pan Georgia, 8,000-ton Lib- 
erty ship, was driven aground in 
upper New York bay and commer- 
cial tugs still were trying to free 
her tonight. A patro] boat sank 
in the lower bay but the Third 
Naval district public relations of- 
fice said its five-man crew was 
rescued. 

Storm warnings were posted 
from Eastport, Maine, to Dela- 
ware Breakwater. 

The roof was ripped off a four- 
story 16-family brick apartment 
house near New Britain, Conn. No 
one was injured but debris was 
strewn in a nearby recreation 
park and telephone and power ca- 
bles torn down. 

Hundreds of homes in suburban 
Philadelphia were blacked out as 
a result of damaged electric wires. 

Plane Lifted in Air. 

New York City’s 75-mile-an-hour 
gale blew an American airliner 
50 feet into the air as the craft 
settled for a routine landing after 
a flight from Boston with 18 pas 
sengers. As the plane was lifted, 
the pilot “gave her the gun,” cir- 
cled the airport again and then 
landed without difficulty. 

Weather observers said the high 
winds would diminish tonight but 
would increase again in some sec- 
tions tomorrow, especially in the 
New England states. 

The Weather Bureau at Wash- 
ington warned that the lowest 
temperatures of the season would 
prevail throughout the eastern 
seaboard states tonight, with pos 
sible snow flurries.

First reports on me salvage col- 
lection campaign are alarmingly 
“low,” according to Bill Harris, 
chairman of the Fulton county 
drive, 

“As it looks now, I doubt if 
we'll have more than 20 tons by 
the end of the day, which is an 
indication that either Atlantans 
have given generously in former 
campaigns, and are now depleted 
of the scrap, or that Atlantans’ pa- 
triotism is dying down, I hope 
it’s the former.” 

Harris pointed out that the col- 
lection of scrap would be continu- 
ous, but spurred on frequently by 
intensive advertising drives. The 
recent collections do not include 
scrap from industries.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11.—()— 
Another general reduction in the 
ration values of all pork items on 
the consumer point value table ex- 
cept variety meats and canned 
meats was announced tonight by 
Price Administrator Chester 
Bowles. It becomes effective at 
12:01 a. m.

All pork steaks, roasts, smoked 
ham, bacon and ready-to-eat meat 
are reduced by one point a pound. 
Fresh hams—hams which are 
neither frozen, cured or smoked— 
are cut by two points per pound. 

Fresh, smoked and cooked sau- 
sages containing no other meat ex- 
cept pork are down one point. Dry 
and semi-dry sausages such as 
hard Salami, Pepperoni, Morta- 
della, are down one point, regard- 
less of beef ingredients.

Surveys have disclosed that 96 
per cent of the’ women in this 
country know about the desperate 
need for used fat, but only about 
one-third of them are doing con- 
sistent day-by-day salvaging, of- 
ficials reported. 

A single spoonful of fat will 
make five machinegun bullets for 
some American boy in a foxhole, 
and one spoonful of fats contains 
enough glycerine to yield smallpox 
vaccines for 73 men, they added in 
urging housewives to save a mini- 
mum of a “spoonful a day.”

Approximately 1,400 municipal 
employes will be cut a $63,117 
salary increment melon for 1944 
if recommendations of a special 
subcommittee from city council’s 
finance committee are approved 
by the mayor and council, 


Under the program, all munici- 
pal emyloyes who have not now a 
system of annual automatic in- 
creases from a minimum to a 
maximum salary will get one, and 
those on the payrolls as of De- 
cember 31, 1943, would be entitled 
to one-fifth of the increment, 


It would take five years for 
employes to reach the maximum 
pay for their jobs, and any em- 
ployes who are now drawing pay 
equal to or in excess of the basic 
pay plus the one-year increment, 
would get no increase. Policemen, 
firemen and employes of the 
school department already have 
salary ranges extending over a 
period of years and are not affect- 
ed by the proposed new program.

world. majority of the opinion 
outside the conference room clung 
to the conviction that war was in- 
evitable. I know that most of us 
firmly believed Chamberlain 
would stand his ground and serve 
notice on Hitler to lay off or else! 
I sent off my latest dispatches 
to New York and went over to the 
Vierjahrzeiten hotel, where fat 
Goering and Premier Daladier had 
gone for a luncheon replete with 
best French wines and cognac.

All I know is that for the 
next five minutes all my senses 
were focused on that document. 
My mind probably photographed 
its contents, for I dictated the Mu- 
nich pact over the phone to our 
London office for relay to New 
York solely from memory. 

Months later I saw an article 
in Harpers’ in which the writer 
said that a checkup with my ver- 
sion and the text of the Munich 
pact showed that I fell short only 


50 words of the actual full word- 
ing. As I said before, the “breaks” 
were mine that day and all my

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Canadian Captured at Dieppe 


Relates Life in Prison Camp 


(Major C. E. Page, Canadian 
tank officer who was captured 
by the Nazis during the com- 
mando raid at Dieppe on August 
19, 1942, and was released re- 
cently in an exchange of war 
prisoners, herewith describes 
life in a German prison camp 
near Munich.)

LONDON, Dec. 11.—I1 come 
from Calgary and at Dieppe | was 
with the Calgary regiment. I was 
with the Canadian tanks there 
when we were captured, After 
being madc prisoners, about 40 of 
the officers started to help the 
wounded. We went around the 
beach and did what we could for 
the men who were there. We car- 
ried some up to collecting points | 
where they could be picked up by, 
ambulance, and then we ourselves 
were taken off. 

First they marched us about 12 
miles back behind Dieppe, where 
we stayed that night; and at 6 the 
next morning they took us back 
five miles into a town, and there 
we were put into a church. About 
3 that afternoon they gave us a 
cup of soup; that was the first 
food we had had since we had 
been captured, 

Next we were taken aboard a 
train. They had a couple of 
coaches for officers, but the men 
and the remainder of the officers 
were in boxcars. Then we went 
to an old French prisoners-of-war 
camp where we stayed about five 
days, and the rations were very 
slim. 


Enter Germany. 

Finally we were taken on into 
Germany. 

Our camp, Oflag VIIB, at Eich- 
statt, was about 60 miles from 
Munich. It was in a delightful 
part of the country and resembled 
somewhat the foothills of Alberta, 
where I come from. 

The camp was a prewar cavalry 
barracks. There were four big 
brick buildings gf the permanent 
barracks. They had running water 
and electric light; but the huts, 
which we called tre “garden city,” 
didn’t have water or electric light. 
They used carbon lamps. The huts 
were fairly warm, but the ration 
of coal was very small, and for 
this coming winter the ration of 
coal is cut down by 40 per cent 
over last winter, so I think the 
boys are going to have a cold time. 

There were about a hundred 
Canadian officers, and a lot of 
New Zealanders and. Australians; 
but the majority in our camp were 
English and Scots. We had 24 
Americans with us for a_ short 
while: but when they § started 
American camps they sent them to 
one. I remember they left on the 
night of the King’s birthday. 

Cheer for King. 

By the way, on the King’s birth- 
day everyone turned out in their 
smartest clothes, and those who 
had ‘SD’—that’s service dress—put 
it on for the occasion. The pipe 
band turned out and played re- 
treat. Then we a's gave three 
cheers for the King.

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Captain John Foote, of Part 
Hope, a Canadian padre captured 
at Dieppe, was in our camp for a 
while, but he applied to go to a 
camp with Canadian men, and he 
left us, and we got reports that he 
was getting along very nicely and 
doing a fine job. 

Cramped Quarters. 

Our living quarters were very 
alieed. In some rooms they had 
two and three-deck beds, There 
were four officers in my room, but 
there were only 10 rooms like that 
in the camp. The average .was 
about 32 to a room. We had a 
locker and a bed each, a knife, a 
fork and spoon, a bowl and a cup, 
one blanket in summer, two blan- 
kets in winter and a towel. That 
is all the Germans issue, The Red 
Cross have supplied a lot of extra 
blankets and dishes, 

In the’ huts in the “garden city” 
during the winter, frost often 
coated the inside of the walls, 
which made it very damp, and our 
clothing got pretty dank after a 
while, too. We were allowed cold 
showers practically any time we 
wanted them, but hot showers we 
only got every two weeks. We 
made a complaint about them and 
they promised to make it three hot 
showers in a month, But instead 
of getting three, we got one in five 
weeks, 

The German rations were very 
poor, and, because we were rée- 
ceiving Red Cross parcels éven 
these were cut down by a third. 
If it had not been for the Red 
Cross parcels, the men would have 
been in very poor condition, It 
was practically the Red Cross par- 
cel. that kept us alive and now the 
men I left behind are in very good 
physical condition. 

Groups of six or eight officers 
form a mess together, and pool all 
their resources. Food parcels are 
collected Mondays and Thursdays 
and they put all their food to- 
gether in a common store, 

Play Games. 

We played a lot of games in our 
camp. We had a three-quarter 
size soccer “pitch”—as the English 
people call it—a softball diamond 
with 40-foot bases, a basketball 
field, and a field hockey pitch, two 
tennis courts and four badminton 
courts, and the sports committee 
had quite a time figuring out 
schedules so that everybody who 
wanted to play could play. 

Canadian prisoners introduced 
softball in all the camps they were 
in in Germany, and it is now. the 
most popular game in the camps. 
In ours we started off with a 
league of six teams, and by the 
end of the summer we had two 
leagues of 12 teams each, 

Parole walks have just been in- 
stituted in our cam» at the rate of 
10 prisoners a day. Canadians do 
not participate in this, because 
they do not feel they should have 
their turn until those who had 
been there since Dunkirk have had 
a break. 

We had three theater parties, a 
brass band, a pipe band, and three 
jazz bands. The theater groups— 
most unprofessignal actors — put 
on little plays and shows every 
once in a while. They rented their 
costumes froin the Germans in 
Munich. They put on “The Case 
of the Frightened Lady,” “Post 
Mortem” and a pantomime around 
Christmag time. 

We had a library and an educa- 
tion department and there were 


over 70 different subjects which 


the men could take up and for 
which they could enter examina- 
tions, This was made possible 
through the Red Cross.

mas bonuses distributed today to 
1,300 Lincoln Electric Company 
employes who he claims are “the 
best as well as the highest-paid” 
factory people in the world. 


The tenth annual bonus pay- 
ments average about one year’s 
salary to the veteran production- 
line Joes and Janes—the whole 
amount divides to $2,225 apiece— 
but some of the neophytes draw as 
little as $25 and three engineers 
draw $50,000 each. 


Lincoln himself, now engaged 
in a fight over the Navy’s efforts 
to renegotiate his 1942 contracts 
to the extent of $3,250,000, does 
not participate in the bonus, nor 
does his older brother, “J. C.,” 
chairman of the board. 

The company's wartime produc- 
tion is essentially its peacetime 
line, arc welding machines and 
welding electrodes. 

“J, F.” estimated the firm has 
paid “about $12,000,000” in bo- 
nuses since 1934. He told an inter- 
viewer that the bonus “is the one 
most-helpful of many things we 
have done to bring management 
and labor together.” 

The bonus is calculated on one 


variable and two mathematical 
factors, he explained. They are 
length of service in years, basic 
earnings for the past year, and 
“what the man’s immediate supe- 
rior thinks of him.” 

One of the three $50,000 bonuses 
goes to an engineer who rede- 
signed production methods on a 
welding machine, reducing costs 
50 per cent, and “saving the gov- 
ernment at least $4,000,000,” the 
president said.

lows: For farm lands, $80,000; for 
houses and barns, etc., $37,500; for 
farm machinery, $30,000; for mis- 
cellaneous items, $20,000; for capi- 
tal reserve, $32,500.

Gripsholm Repatriate Discovers 


Pearl HarborShamesSomeJ aps

A —_ minority of thoughtful 
Japanese are aware their country 
cannot win its war with America, 
in the opinion of the Rev. A. Alli- 
son, who is in Atlanta after re- 
turning to the United States on 
the liner Gripsholm from seven 
months of imprisonment in a Jap 
concentration camp in Shanghai, 
China. 


Though the expression of such ; 


an opinion would be worth a 
mans life in Japan, certain peo- 
pie do not believe in a Japanese 
victory, he said, and did not be- 
lieve Pearl Harbor was “the way” 
to achieve the ambitions of their 
country. 

Of course, he added, these few 
were far outweighed by the vast 
majority of Japanese who have 
been deceived by the jingoistic, 
military, upper class. 

Interviewed by The Constitu- 
tion at the apartment of his 
daughter, Mrs. Charles Sheldon 
Ill, 
E.. Mr. Allison sat erect and vig- 
orous, his cheeks pink with health. 
With him is his wife, a small, 

ray-haired woman, who lost a 
great deal of weight during their 
Stay in the concentration camp. 

Camp Clothing Still. 

Both Mr. and.Mrs. Allison still 
wore the clothing they had taken 
with them to the camp and the 
trousers of Mr. Allison’s gray, 
checked, suit were worn thin and 
faded a lighter color than the coat.

Red Cross was also of immense 
assistance in providing cracked 
wheat and other cereals, Mr. Al- 
lison said. 

“You see,” Mr. Allison said, “the 
Japanese are perhaps the smallest 
eaters in the world, and they esti- 
mated our food needs on the basis 
of their own appetities, I sup- 
pose. Later, however, we suc- 
ceeded in adding beef, fruits and 
some vegetables to our diet.” 

What Price No Salute? 


During his stay in camp only 
one incident of physical violence 
occurred, Mr. Allison said, when 
a prisoner passed a guard without 
saluting. 


“Most of us did not bother to 
salute but this was a new guard, 
just transferred from the army, 
and he struck the prisoner. How- 
ever, he would have done the 
same had a Japanese civilian pass- 
ed him without saluting, and he 
was severely repremanded by the 
commandant,” Mr. Allison said. 

There were about 11,000 prison- 
ers in the camp, Mr. Allen said, 
and they organized a great variety 
of activities to occupy their time. 
Schools were formed offering 


courses by men who were experts 


in their fields and a school of 
12 grades was set up for the chil- 
dren. Mr. Allison said his own 
job in the camp was roadmaking. 

Among the courses taught'in the 
adult classes were expert account- 
ing, short-story writing, Chinese, 
and many others. 

Telling of a conversation with a 
Jap guard, Mr. Allison said to his 
complaint at a shortage of fruits

Another repatriate in Atlanta 
after the journey to the United 
States on the Gripsholm was the 
Rev. William B. Burke, who for 
more than 50 years was a Meth- 
odist missionary in China. Sub- 
stantiating the report from Mr. 
Allison on the treatment afforded 
prisoners by the Japanese, Mr. 
Burke said the Japs nevertheless 
took great care that the Ameycans 
should see nothing of the water- 
front and docks during their em- 
barkation for the United States. 
The dock and the tender taking 
them to the Teia-Maru were hung 
with canvas drapes to prevent 
their getting a glimpse of the har- 
bor, he said 

During. the transfer from the 
Teia-Maru to the Gripsholm in 
East India, Mr. Burke awakened 
during the night to find two men 
standing beside his bed. His first 
thought was that they had come 
to take him back, he said, and 
then he realized that one of them 
was his son, James Burke, author 
of the book, “My Father in China.” 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Allison and 
Mr. Burke expressed their grati- 
fication in being back in this coun- 
try, and the feeling of freedom 
and release that came with dock- 
ing of the Gripsholm in New York. 

Mrs. Allison said: “Do you 
know the thing that gives you the 
strangest feeling? Riding down the 
streets and seeing the flag on 
the buildings and along the side- 
walks—it makes chills run up and 
down your back.

Tax-Collecting 


On Milk Imported Into Georgia 


In a double-barrelled attack on 
the milk crisis, the state milk con- 
trol board plans to bring Georgia’s 
congressmen and dairymen to- 
gether during the holidays, and is 
launching a_ tax-collecting cam- 
paign on out-of-state milk pro- 
ducers. 

The board will meet early this 
week to plan a meeting with the 
congressional delegation here dur- 
ing the Christmas holidays, Direc- 
tor Alton Cogdell said yesterday, 

“Tl feel sure the senators and 
representatives will meet with 
their dairymen and try to work 
out some relief,” Cogdell said. 
“Many dairymen have been ask- 
ing representatives of the milk 
board to go to Washington and 
contact the congressmen, but I 
fee] it will be much more effective 
for the dairymen to talk with 
their congressmen themselves. 
The dairymen are taking the at- 
titude that Georgia’s congressmen 
are treating the milk troubles too 
lightly.” 

Georgia dairymen are not show- 


‘ing much interest, in the present

gallon. This would offer the 
diarymen no aid, he pointed out, 
Dairymen need more than four 
cents a gallon, whether in price 
increase or in subsidies, he con- 
tends. 

The chief problem of dairymen 
is the high cost of feed and labor, 
the director continued. 

On the tax situation, Cogdell 
said he had learned that many 
cans of milk are being shipped 
into Georgia tax free each day, 
while Georgia producers and dis- 
tributors each pay 1 1-2 cents a 
hundredweight. The tax is levied 
to support the milk control pro- 
gram of the state. 

“Georgia has lost thousands of 
dollars in taxes with no effort be- 
ing made in the past to collect on 
these out-of-state shipments,” Cog- 
dell said. “We are going after 
these taxes, and will try to col- 
lect on shipments for the past few 
years. We are asking Georgia dis- 
tributors for a list of all their out- 
of-state purchases so we may col- 
lect taxes.”

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More Than Disorderly! 

Gun play by strikers in the freight truck 
strike current in Atlanta and the state is dis- 
turbing and alarming, but more alarming is 
the attitude of the courts and peace officers. 

Men who have brazenly appeared on the 
streets with guns and who have fired these 
guns at other men, are arrested and charged 
—ridiculously—with disorderly coi iduct, 

They were released on $50 bends. 

The men were trying to kill other men. 

They appeared in an automobile—gangster 
style—fired from it and drove away from the 
scene before police could identify them. 

What in the name of common sense are 
the officers thinking of when they make a 
charge of disorderly conduct instead of at- 
_.tempted murder! 

And what are the judges thinking of when 
_ they do not order the charge changed and a 
~ heavy bond imposed? 

It is this sort of thing which makes the 
' public afraid of union labor. 

It is such examples of “disorderly conduct” 
for attempted murder that make the public 
wonder whether its courts and its peace of- 
ficers are afraid of union labor. 

It is difficult to understand why the re- 
sponsible heads of labor have not publicly de- 
nounced this glaring affront to public decency 
‘and public safety and the law of the city and 
‘ state. This is not a strike against the em- 
- ployers. It is a strike which has grown out 
of a wage dispute with a government agency. 
It is not a matter for gun play. There is not 
a real basis for a strike. 

By all means let there be a check of the 
police records of these gunmen. If they are 
so experienced in gangster methods they must 
have had some past experience. 

Let’s have someone in authority, even if it 
be public opinion, quickly change this business 
of viewing an attempted murder as no more 
serious an offense than disorderly conduct. 


As there has been no substantiation of the 
rumor of the Duce’s suicide, it must be as- 
sumed he missed.

Mustering-Out Pay 

One finds it difficult to follow the logic 
of the Senate Military Affairs Committee in 
favorably reporting a bill which would dis- 
criminate, in the matter of mustering-out pay, 
between servicemen with overseas and do- 
mestic service. 

The original mustering-out pay measure, 
as introduced by Majority Leader Barkley, 
called for payment of $300 to all discharged 
servicemen without regard to length or locale 
of service. 

However, upon the motion of Senators Styles 
Bridges, of New Hampshire, and Warren Aus- 
tin, of Vermont, the bill was changed, in com- 
mittee, to provide: Payment of $500 to all men 
who served 18 months or more overseas; $400 
for 12 or more months overseas service; $300 
for less than one year’s overseas service or 
more than one year of domestic service; and 
$200 for less than one year’s service within 
the limits of the United States. 

Now no one will deny but that every rec- 
ognition and consideration is due those gal- 
lant lads who have done the actual fighting 
overseas. And certainly no one would be- 
grudge them any amount paid as a bonus for 
foreign service. 

But the fact remains that this is, or should 
be, strictly a matter of mustering-out pay and 
that many a drafted soldier who has, through 
no fault of his own, put in long, weary months 
at some domestic post, is going to find it 
equally as hard—if not harder—to re-establish 
himself in civilian life as the hero who re- 
turns from an active battlefront.

Agreeable to All 
The impartiality and independence of the 
Georgia Public Service Commission is empha- 


sized anew in its compromise settlement of 


rule nisi proceedings against the Southern Bell 
Telephone Company wherein the utility was 
cited to show cause why intra-state - calls 
should not be billed at the same rate as inter- 
state ones. 

The compromise rate structure, to become 
effective January 1, will reduce current dif- 
ferentials between intra-state and inter-state 
rates of 10 and 15 cents to a maximum of 
five cents. 

This will have the effect, according to Com- 
Walter R. McDonald, of 
saving Georgia telephone users nearly $200,000 
per year. 

Yet, inasmuch as the settlement was based 
upon a proposal which originated with the 
company itself, it is obviously acceptable to 
them, 

Thus, apparently, are all parties satisfied 
and thus, undeniably, has the commission con- 
tinued its excellent record of service to both 
the people and the utilities of the state.

Another feather has been placed in the 
cap of the Arnall administration. The ref- 
erence is to the fact that for the first time 
since 1938, applications for aid to Georgia's 
blind are being handled on a up-to-the-minute 
basis. All pending applications have been 
cleared and all county departments are op- 
erating on a current basis. 

This is all the more commendable when it 
is noted that only a month ago there were 
500 pending applications. A great many of 
these dated back to 1938. Clearance of the 
blind’s applications has been the second step 
in the state department of welfare’s three- 
point program to put all assistance applica- 


tions on an up-to-date program. 


This is the sort of efficiency that the state 
has needed for a long time. It furnishes a 
high mark for other departments to shoot at. 
The men responsible for the efficiency are to 
be congratulated.

Modern Terminal 

Postwar plans for construction of a modern 
terminal station, merging the present Terminal] 
and Union Stations and removing the east- 
west tracks from the heart of Atlanta, are 
bound to meet with the approval of the ma- 
jority of citizens of this city. This is the sort 
of improvement that Atlantans like to hear 
discussed, and like to see put into definite 
shape. This is particularly true regarding 
proposals for a modern station. 

The geographical location of Atlanta places 
it in the hub of the southeast. The city is a 
great railroad terminus. The first impres- 
sion thousands of visitors get when they enter 
this city is its railroad stations. Assuredly, 
this impression can be more favorable if there 
is a station of which the entire state can be 
proud. It will be interesting to watch progress 
of this idea,

Government agents and plant managers were 
worried. The price was off a little as pigs flooded 
all the packing ‘plants of the nation. Georgia was 


no exception. 


Some of the pigs, even to an inexperienced 
eye, were not finished out enough to be slaugh- 
tered. Yet there they were, grunting and squeal- 
ing with the best of them. 


In south Georgia the drouth is acute. 
fine for city people. 


It is 
The balmy, summer-like 


weather is good to be in and it also cuts down 
on those coal and fuel oil bills. 


But the farmer is suffering. 
weather for him. 


It is not good 
It has been weeks and weeks 


since it rained, Streams and ponds have stopped. 
Many wells are running such a small flow there isn’t enough for 


the stock. Farmers are hauling water. 


One sees trucks loade 


with barrels of water going along the roads. 


And feed? 


Feed is something else. 


There isn’t much feed and 


what there is costs too much. The cost keeps mounting. 

So, many,a farmer has hauled water and bought feed until at 
long last he straightens. his aching back and says, “The devil with 
it.” So, he loads up his pigs, finished out or not, and hauls them 


off to the packing- plant. 


That settles that and the price is good 


enough so that hé won’t lose anything. He can about break even 


on a sorry pig. 


The price is breaking a little as the pigs flood in and that means 
more will come as farmers watch feed bills and hog prices. - 


PEANUT HAY At Moultrie, J. R. Taylor, of the Coastal Plains 
: Milling Company, which has an excellent repu- 
tation as being the farmer’s friend, can tell an interesting story 


about peanut hay. 


Before the war peanut hay sold for as little as $4 per ton. 


It 


was not well thought of as feed. Now it is bringing $18 delivered 
and $15 on the farm. Farmers expect it to go to $20 by spring. 


Much of it is being held back. 


This one feed company has bought 1,400 tons of peanut hay this 
fall, paying out almost $23,000 for it. Ground peanut hay is in 
demand. More than 1,000,000 pounds of ground peanut hay has 
been shipped by this one plant to Atlanta, Augusta, Jacksonville 


and Tampa. 


The plant grinds mixtures for farmers who bring in their feed 
for that purpose. Dairymen use a mixture of about two-thirds hay 
and the rest corn or cottonseed meal. 

There are so many orders coming in that the mill doesn’t expect 
to “catch up” before April or May. 

We have had, so the experts say, a good corn season and the 
price is around $1.50 per bushel. 

So, if you think your little pen of chickens are costing too much 
for feed, consider the farmer with a lot of pigs or a dairy or a 


herd of. beef cattle. 


When you go in to buy that pork roast or pork chops, it may 
help you to reconcile the price if you think of the farmers who 


have hauled water and worried about feed for his pigs. 


And if it 


is beef—the pot roast also has a history of worry about feed and 


water and prices. 


When peanut hay brings $20 per ton the feed business is some- 


thing to consider, 


QUICK FREEZE Despite the rush of hogs to markets, county 
agents tell me that the supply of hogs held 

on farms probably is the largest in history. What we have done 
on the farms of Georgia is to produce our greatest crop of pigs. 
Georgia is the seventh state in the union in the production of 


pork and this is our best year. 


Farmers not near a cold-storage, quick-freeze plant are waiting 


for a cold snap to slaughter. 


Toombs county estimates, for exam- 


ple, that more than half a million pounds of pork will be held for 
farm use, with a quarter-million pounds of joints and sides to be 
processed through regular curing, smoking or sugar curing. 


Those waiting for the cold weather will handie their own meat, 


not sending it through the plants. 


Sausage and souse meat, or 


“head cheese,” will be put up in great quantities and much home- 
rendered lard is expected to be packed. 


All the south Georgia peanut area will have the same story to 


tell. 


Once the cold snap comes the slaughtering will begin and 


the picturesque big iron pots, filled with hot water, and the pole 
with the newly scraped porkers hung for cooling out, will be a 
familiar, and for all former country boys, a nostalgic one.

The founder of that orphanage 
is dead today. But his work has 
gone on and grown unt’! now the 
orphanage he founded cares for 
800 little children.

They still place 
all their reliance upon faith and 
prayer and the testimony was 
given, recently, that such reliance 
has never been in vain. God, they 
say, has always answered their 
prayers and, no matter what the 
crisis in the affairs of the orphan- 
age, the trouble has always been 
met and solved in due time.

No one has done more for the chil- 
dren of the poor of Atlanta than 
he. Through his Children’s 
Church, through the summer camp 
maintained by his work, through 
the work done among the mothers 
of the poor and. in other ways, the 
Atlanta Mission, which is the 
name under which the Rev. Wil- 
liams goes about doing good, has 
contributed tremendously to the 
uplifting of the poorest and least 
privileged of Atlanta’s population. 

And the entire foundation of 
this work in Atlanta is faith and 
prayer. 

Dr. Williams began his service 
to the needy when, as minister 
of the Wesley Memorial church, 
he opened a place in the base- 
ment there where homeless men 
could find a place to sleep. It 
was in the days of the depression, 


when there were many homeless, 


penniless and  friendless 
roaming the country. 

I first met Dr. Williams in those 
days. And I recall one incident 
typical of the story of his career 
among the poor of our city. 

The men who came fo his sleep- 
ing quarters in the church base- 
ment were, always, hungry. And 
he needed facilities so he could 
give them a hot meal as well as 
a place to sleep. He needed cook: 
ing equipment. And, in accord- 
ance with his custom, one night he 
prayed about this need and, firm 
fin faith his prayer would be an- 
swered, then went to sleep. 

The next morning a woman, a 
total stranger, called and told him 
she had been operating a small 
restaurant here but, for family 
reasons, was leaving the city. And 
she had wondered how to dispose 
of the cooking stove and other 
equipment of her restaurant 
kitchen. And, during the night, 
the thought had come to her per- 
haps he could use the things in 
his work and so, if he wanted 
them, he could have them for tak- 
ing them away. 


It Happened, 
Time and Again. 

In similar manner, Dr. Williams 
has seen his prayers answered 
time and time again. 

And today, he continues his 
work, through the Atlanta Mis- 
sion, on the same basis of faith 
and prayer. Se

THE GOOD NEIGHBOR POLICY, | this beaten and broken one ‘on the 


When President Roosevelt trans- 
lated the Monroe Doctrine into the 
Good Neighbor Policy, he was 
really translat- 
ing our rela- 
tions with Lat- 
in America into 
the spirit of 
the teachings of 
Jesus. Slowly— 
so slowly I 
grant—b ut let 
us hope surely, 
we are adopt- 
ing that policy 
in planning for 
a better world 
after this war. 

So we may well 

ask the ques- 

tion which a 

Jawyer asked 

Jesus one day: “Who is my neigh- 
bor’? 

This temple lawyer wanted to 
talk in academic terms about 
“eternal life,” but Jesus quickly 
translated “eternal life” into 
everyday life. He revealed that 
one’s relation to the God of eterni- 
ty is vitally connected with one’s 
relation to his neighbor of today. 
Love the Lord thy God, is linked 
in equal importance with love 
thy neighbor. 

Perhaps here is the difference 
between the religion of Jesus and 
other religions. It is revealed in 
one’s. definition of “neighbor.” 
Indeed it is a character difference. 
No more significant question can 
be asked of any man, than what 
is his conception of his neighbor- 
hood? 

The very word neighborhood 
suggests the picture of a life of 
homely grace and charm which 1s 
passing all too rapidly from our 
experience. With the growing 
congestion of population, the mul- 
tiplying of the means of com- 
munication and rapid transit, one 
may not know the resident next 
door, and yet may live very near 
to friends separated by many 
miles. So one selects his neigh- 
bors. They are those to whom he 
is near in interests and sympa- 
thies. Indeed, this is where one 
really lives. One’s neighborhood 
then is not bounded by streets or 
municipal lines. His neighbor- 


hood is bounded by his interests | 


and sympathies. 

The enlarging of one’s neigh- 
borhood means the expansion of 
one’s own personality. Jesus an- 
swered the lawyer’s question, in 
what we call the “Story of the 
Good Samaritan.” The life of the 
average Samaritan stopped at the 
boundary line which separated 
him from Judea. There was a 
distance too great to be counted 
by miles. They were separated 
by tribal, historical, and religious 
hatreds. But this Samaritan whom 
Jesus was telling of, finding a Jew | 
down on the roadside, did not see | 
that he was a Jew, but only that | 
he was aman. The knowledge of 
the need of the man broke down 
the wall of historic and religious 
projudices, and drew him near to 


of human interests. 


| wayside. 


Every man’s neighborhood is 
limited by his vision of other men. 
Ignorance, prejudice, hatred, blind 
us so that we do not see men, but 
only races or sects, aliens or for~- 
eigners. Our prejudices give 
names to men which darken the 
windows of our souls, so that we 
can not see their humanity. Ig- 
norance builds barriers across our 
lives, walling away classes, tastes, 
and races, from our sympathies. 
They are so far away from our 
interests that we are unable to 
view them as neighbors. 


Now to be a disciple of Jesus 
means to enlarge one’s neighbor- 
hood, and that means first of all 
to broaden one’s vision. This vi- 
sion, however, must be sympathet- 
ic. The mere traveling sightseer, 
looking for the curious, is often 
the narrowest of men, while one 
whose body never leaves his home, 
may travel with sympathetic im- 
agination through the homes and 
hearts of the peoples around the 
world. The significance of the in- 
carnation is that in Jesus God's 
love lived a human life. experi- 
encing our limitations, and thus 
knowing our needs. He became 
a neighbor to mankind. 

Most of us are apt to look at 
other men from the standpoint of 
our own ambitions. We think 
of them in terms of their minis- 
tries tous. They are customers or 
clients or prospects. From this 
viewpoint we can not enter their 
lives. So they are not neighbors. 
They do not live nigh-by. The 
only way to broaden one’s neigh- 
borhood is to broaden one’s own 
life. To extend the limits of one’s 
interests and sympathies so as to 
include the welfare of others. Only 
thus can one multiply his interests. 
deepen his emotions, and broaden 
his aspirations. There is an ad- 
dition to one’s own life by every 
other life which he admits into his 
sympathetic interests. This “eter- 
nal life” about which the lawyer 
was enquiring, turns out to be the 
neighborhood life. 

A superficial view of the world 
today—with mankind divided into 
warring camps for the destruction 
of each other—presents a shocking 
and hopeless contrast to this teach- 
ing of Jesus. Yet I dare insist 
that it is a superficial view. What 
is it which unites the United Na- 
tions? We say the common in- 
stinct of self-defense . Yes. But 
that means a common self. It is 
the consciousness of the oneness 
And out of 
that common consciousness has al- 
ready emerged a pooling of re- 
sources, sharing of treasures, and 
co-operation of effort, which is 
revealing in vivid prophetic 
vision, what a united mankind 
may accomplish -in a peaceful 
world. It is the vision of the 
world as a neighborhood. God 


' grant that the vision may not fade 


with the silencing of the guns, but 
that Cairo and Teheran may be 
but the promise and the prophecy 
of future councils of the nations, 
where we “shall study war no 
more,” but the welfare of all 
mankind.

VOICE FROM THE COUNTRY 


“The sum total of the common sense of the common people 
is the greatest and soundest force on earth.”—Thomas Jefferson,

Something immensely encourag- 
ing to those who believe in dem- 
ocracy occurred recently in the 
middle west. In two of our great- 
est industrial cities men and 
women from almost every walk of 


life and from most of the states 
of the union gathered together to 
cope with what is probably the 
most fundamental and long range 
problem which faces the nation— 


| the rapid destruction of our nat- 


ural resources, principally soil, 
water and forests. That this should 
happen in the midst of war when 
all restraints are down and nat- 
ural resources are being used up 
recklessly, is very significant. 

Even more significant is the fact 
that the gatherings included work- 
ing men, farmers, some of the 
greatest industrial managers in the 
world, professors, experts and 
women of all sorts. There were 
lots of women; they played a big 
role in the organization and suc- 
cess of the gatherings held in Chi- 
cago and Detroit under the aus- 
pices of an organization known as 
The Friends of the Land. 

Founded 3 Years Ago. 

The organization is itself worth 
a story in the workings of democ- 
racy. It was founded, spontane- 
ously, a little over three years ago 
in Washington by a group of 
prominent citizens—farmers, pro- 
fessional men, government offi- 
cials, doctors, writers, et al—who 
knew the condition of our natural 
resources and the tragic signifi- 
cance it held for the future of the 
nation and race. They saw what 
lay ahead—lowered living stand- 
ards, a weakened economic struc- 
ture, and eventually permanent 
shortages of food which would 
make the present food difficulties 
seem a picnic. : 

Those citizens knew that our 
population was increasing rapidly, 
that our good productive soil was 
disappearing at- an even more 
rapid rate. The end, they saw, was 
inevitable, indeed merely a matter 
of mathematical progression. 

The society selected as a kind 
of unofficial slogan the inarguable 
fact that the economy, the 
strength, the very life of this na- 
tion and civilization is founded 
upon an average depth of nine 
inches of top soil and that when 
this is gone, the nation and its 
civilization go with it. 

Fourth of Top Soil Gone. 

Approximately one-fourth to 
one-third of that top soil is al- 
ready gone and the rest is rapidly 
on the way out. These men knew 
that even the war was a tempor- 
ary and minor calamity in com- 
parison to the waste of the very 
resources upon which the nation 
was founded. They decided to do 
something about it and to do it in 
terms of democracy. - 

They believed that the cause of 
the menace was ignorance and 
that the cure was education. They 
believed that the necessary re- 
forms could not be imposed by 
executive or bureaucratic decree, 
but could only be accomplished 
voluntarily at the demand of the 
people themselves. 

From a modest beginning the, 


organization advanced through a 
couple of rocky years. It was un- 


endowed; it had to make its way 
by memberships and _ contribu- 
tions. Its speakers paid their own 
expenses at forums held here and 
there throughout the country and 
even chipped in on deficits in con- 
nection with its quarterly publi- 
cation—The Land. No organization 
ever existed On so small an ex- 
penditure of money, because the 
workers believed in their cause. 


War Hits Group. 
Th war very nearly knocked it 


in the head, for most of the mem- | 


bers were busy  public-spirited 
people and learners who were the 
first to be called upon in the vast 
war effort. But they managed 
somehow to carry on, and this 
year, despite the war, their organ- 
ization came into its own and be- 
gan to attain the proportions of a 
national movement, 


In Detroit and Chicago last 
week a couple of thousand leaders 
in the local communities and from 
other regions came together to 
organize and push the definite 
progress of action which has 
grown out of experience, the hold- 
ing of forums, the 
of soil conservation districts, the 
introduction into the schools of 
courses in the conservation of our 
national resources, the preserva- 
tion of our forests and the estab- 
lishment of new forests on land 
already destroyed, the pressure 
for proper conservation legislation 
in the individual states. 


Very nearly every aspect of the 
problem was discussed by experts. 
The range ran from industrial wa- 
ter power, through the aspects of 
food supply and nutrition to the 
future of agricultural production 
in relation to industry. 


Faith in Democracy. 


I attended the meetings in both 
cities and returned home with a 
faith in democracy strengthened. 
What I saw was a wholly non- 
partisan, nonpolitical gathering of 
people in which there was never 
heard a breath of politics nor a 
mention of class. Hundreds of 
factory workers, farmers, club- 
women, industrial leaders and 
small businessmen, school teach- 
ers, editors and state officials sat 
side by side, concerned only for 
the good of the nation as a whole 
and the preservation of the great- 
est common heritage ever given 
to man which until very lately 
was exploited and wasted in the 
most shocking fashion. All sense 
of class division, so promoted and 
exploited by politicians during the 
past few years, was absent. 

There was about these two big 
meetings a sense of the old town 
hall and assembly meetings which 
were once the strength of this na- 
tion and indeed of all democra- 
cies. They were meetings dedi- 
cated to the proposition upon 
which democracy itself is based— 
that the state, from policeman to 
President, is the servant of the 
people and that all laws and 
changes must originate from the 
people themselves, expressed 
through their leaders. 

What I saw in Chicago and De- 
troit was a pattern of the future 
where through the basia demo- 


establishment 


cratic principle of getting together 
to solve a problem, a day might 
come when the worker, the in- 
dustrialist and the farmer might 
work together for the common 
good instead of fighting each other 
at the behest of selfish leaders 
and politicians. Such a thing is 
by no means a miracle; it is alto- 
gether possible. When it is at- 
tained we shall have stepped up 
a rung on the ladder of civiliza- 
tion,

CHARLESTON NAVY YARD.—At some dank and dismal | 


hour long before dawn an ancient chief master-at-arms who

In “Marines at War,” members 
of that famous fighting arm of the 
United States armed services have 
laid aside their rifles long enough 
‘to depict living—and dying—as 
‘Marines know it, in paint and 


pencil. 

Collected here are paintings 
and drawings by members of the 
Marine Corps, and thé amazing 
thing about the book is that so 
much talent should have been 
turned up by the collectors. 

The oils are excellent, and the 
drawings, particularly those by 
Major Donald Lester Dickson, 
catch vividly the line and atti- 
tude of Marines, working, playing, 
loafing and fighting. 

Dickson’s drawing of a Marine 
crouched in a foxhole away from 
an onroaring shell is reminiscent 
of certain later-period Goya draw- 
ings, and his draftsmanship is 
superb. 

There are too many plates to 
attempt to describe them, but the 
whole book is filled with arrest- 
ing interpretations of military 
form as seen by the rare combi- 
nation of both military man and 
artist. Marine painters have dis- 
covered the virtue of parachutes 
as provocative form, and the pat- 
tern quality of camouflage as 
dramatic value to their can- 
vasses. 

“Barrage Balloon Ground Crew,” 

a drawing in charcoal by Ser- 
geant James Patrick Denman, of 
Atlanta, who studied at the High 
Museum of Art and the Art Stu- 
dents’ League in New York city, 
is particularly striking in its feel 
for simple solidity of form and 
organizational compactness.

“Poultry Raising Made Easy” is 
designed especially for the family 
which wants, say, a dozen hens 
for egg production or a few broil- 
ers to eat; for the man who doesn’t 
know his way in a strange feath- 
ered world or the man who thinks 
there is a better way.

PRELUDE TO LOVE, by Ruth 
Ben ‘Ary. (Arcadia House, $2.) 


A light novel written expressly 

as an antidote to the now preva- 
lent war stories, this is the au- 
thor’s first attempt as a novelist, 
although the reader remains un- 
conscious of that fact. 
The book’s heroine is a young 
married woman who is troubled, 
intense memory of her 
first love, a violinist of great tal- 
ent and promise with whom she 
had shared all his hopes and 
aspirations for the future. 

It had seemed as if nothing 
could ever happen to Steve and 
Sylvia; but something did hap- 
pen, From that moment on Ste- 
phen’s ghost is persecuting Sylvia, 
although she has married a man 
who gives her exactly what she 
has always wanted.

The author manages to keep an 
atmosphere of suspense that does 
not weaken until the very last 
chapter; the story is simple, but 
it holds the reader’s attention.

A steady increase in city per- 
sonnel transactions due to the war 
and the allurement of increased 
paychecks for persons employed 
in private industry is shown in 
the 1943 annual report of the city 
personnel bureau, headed by Staf- 
ford W. Graydon, 

A total of 1,658 personnel trans- 
actions for the year is shown and 
represents 57 per cent of the 2,850 
persons who hold their jobs under 
city civil service. The 1943 fig- 
ure compares with 1,256 transac- 
tions for 1942, with 773 for 1941 
and 364 for 1940, and 147 for 1939, 
the first year civil service was 
operative in the Atlanta govern- 
ment. 


Changes in City 


Cost of administering civil serv- 
ice in Atlanta totaled $16,994 for 
the year, a per capita cost of 
about $5, as compared with a na- 
tional per capita cost in excess 
of $12. 

Graydon pointed out that quali- 
fication standards for permanent 
employment with the city have 
been maintained by temporary ap- 
pointments, where qualified per- 
sons were not available. He said 
the temporary appointments would 
enable the municipality to name 
qualified persons to all jobs as 
soon as the labor crisis passes. 

The annual report has been filed 
with Mayor Hartsfield, members 
of council and the personnel board.

Great and Small Here Flock 
To South’s Only Pipe Surgeon 


From ex-Governor Slaton to the 
porter at the post office building, 
pipe smokers have been coming 
to Abe Schwartz’ corner at For- 
syth end Walton streets for 40 
years—he’s the south’s only pipe 
surgeon. 

“Just why any man will mis- 
treet a pipe I’ve never been able 
to understand,’ Schwartz declared 
yesterday, drawing his eyebrows 
into an impressive frown over 
such miscreants as pipe-knockers 
and stem-chewers. 

‘A man should never strike his 
pipe against anything harder than 
the bowl such as a cuspidor, and 
if he must knock it, he should at 
least hold it down low, near the 
bowl—not up around the mouth- 
piece,” he explained. 

Pipes, he pointed out, are as 
different as their owners. There’s 
the old jimmie-pipe, bulky and 
heavy, which Schwartz claims 
should only be smoked after din- 
ner. Office or work pipes should 
be small, easy to carry around, 
but on Sundays, when you’re set- 
tled with the funnies, a crooked 
under-slung pipe such as a cala- 
bash, holding almost a half-tea-cup 
of tobacco, is the thing. 

“I’ve never seen any pipe smok- 
er who could be content with just 
one pipe,” he commented 

American pipes vary intrinsical- 
ly from imported pipes, most of 
which are very expensive and 
made from Algerian briar which 
is not obtainable now. But if you 
must buy a cheap pipe, Schwartz 
recommends sanding off the shel- 
lac, “so it can breathe.” 

Despite the growing number of 
cigaret and cigar smokers, 
Schwartz thinks that pipes will go 
on forever, and points to a boost 
they got last week: the cigaret in 
the long, dapper holder and the 
blunt-nosed British cigar that have 
been sharing ash trays from Casa- 
blanca to Quebec were joined ‘in 
Teheran by the solid pipe of Joe 
Stalin.

Georgia Urged 


President Edgar Watkins, of the 


9 | Georgia Electoral Reform League, 


last night appealed for Georgia to 
“lead the parade” in abolishing 
poll tax as “an admission fee to 
the ballot box.” 


“Since Georgia has taken the 
lead in giving the vote to 18-year- 
olds, it is high time we extended 
the franchise to all adult citizens 
as well,” Watkins said, in com- 
ments prepared for the Georgia 
Tech round table over WGST. 


“There is an element of discrim- 
ination in permitting 18-year-olds 
to vote without a poll tax payment 
which may lead to court action,” 
he added. 


“The tax does not need to be 
eliminated as a tax,” Watkins con- 
tinued. “Actually there are 32 
states which presently collect a 
head, or poll tax, but only eight 
southern states require it as an 
admission fee to the ballot box. 
Let Georgia lead the parade bring- 
ing these eight southern states into 
step with the rest of the nation.”

of poll tax reform believe that 
suffrage should be restricted, that 
society should be governed by the 
so-called elite. This is essentially 
a totalitarian or Fascist theory.”

Bond Buying: 


Must Increase 


Georgians will have to buy more 
of the “people’s bonds” than they 
bought last September, if the state 
reaches the goal set for it by the 
Treasury in next month’s fourth 
war loan campaign, Charles A. 
Stair, chairman of the Georgia war 
finance committee, announced Sat- 
urday. 

A quota of $129,000,000 has been 
assigned as the state’s share of 
the $14,000,000,000 national cam- 
paign January 18-February 15, Mr. 
Stair said. This includes $37,000,- 
000 in E bonds, as did the Septem- 
ber quota, and $8,000,000 in F and 
G bonds, these securities repre- 
senting the vast bulk of bonds 
bought by the public. 

However, it was pointed out that 
Georgians fell short by some 
$7,425,1000 of buying the $45,000,- 
000 set as the E, F and G quota 
for the coming January-February 
drive. Other types of securities 
for individual purchase stand at 
$25,000,000 and the goal for cor- 
poration bond-buying is set at 
$59,000,000.

HEN I crossed the gangplank from 

the liner Drottningholm to the 

pier in Hoboken on June 1, 1942, 
back from a year and a half in the cells 
of the Gestapo, I was glad that no one 
paid any attention to me except my broth- 
er. The officials there were too busy to 
. notice me, talking with persons who could 
give them more information than I could. 
What could I have told them, after having 
been shut away from the world for so long? 

I was still dazed from my experiences. 
My exchange for the German hairdresser- 
spy, Johanna Hoffman, and my release 
had happened too suddenly for me to take 
it all in. It was hard to believe that I 
was free for good, this time, and that 
no lurking Gestapo agents were wait- 
ing to push me into jail again. 

My brother picked up my small suit- 
case..Everything I owned was in that one 
bag — everything except the clothes I 
had on. He was eyeing them. 


"'T suppose you'll have to get a complete 
new outfit, Etta,”’ he said. I knew he 
didn’t want to say outright that I looked 
shabby and poverty-stricken. 

“Yes,”’ I said. ‘*This is the only dress

I looked down at the old green dress I 
was wearing, and I thought to myself: 
“But I won’t throw you away..You are 
worth more to me than any dress I could

Here's a story that you'll never forget

I met Suzanne in the prison of Troyes. 
She was one of the many cellmates I had 
there. They brought her in on a bitterly 
cold day, and she found us — we were 
three in the cell then — huddled together, 
shivering, on the straw sacks we used for 
beds, which we had placed side by side 
for the sake of warmth. She crawled in 
beside us, and submitted to the barrage 
of questions which every new cellmate had 
to meet. The arrival of another companion 
was almost the only break in the deadly 
monotony of prison life, and sometimes 
we could forget, momentarily, the cold 
and the never-ending bite of hunger in 
our eager demands for news. 

I had some difficulty in following the 
first conversation, for my French is not 
too good. But Suzanne had a smattering 
of English, and between the two languages, 
I learned her story. Her crime had been 


failure to denounce her son, who had 


stopped at home overnight, between his 


-escape from a prison camp and his de- 


parture to join the Fighting French. 


W. BECAME particularly friendly be- 
cause I was an American, and Suzanne 
was an ardent admirer of everything 
American. That was why she had learned 
English — she hoped to visit the United 
States some day. She was intensely ideal- 
istic, and a passionate lover of freedom, 
even before life in prison had taught her, 
as it had taught us, the full meaning of 
that word. To her, America symbolized 
liberty, opportunity, companionship. She 
plied me with questions about my coun- 
try. Were the buildings as high as every- 
one said? Was it true that even laborers 
could afford to own automobiles? How 
had letting women vote worked out? 
Suzanne talked constantly of the future, 
and of how she would come to 
visit me in America after the war. 
I didn’t expect that would ever 
happen, and I don’t think she 
really believed it either. She just 
liked to enjoy it in anticipation, 
and be sure at least of that much. 
For she was very ill. Her heart was even 
worse than mine. I did not think she 
would live out her sentence, much less 
get to America. For that matter, I doubted 
if I would ever be free again myself. I was 
profoundly depressed at that time, men- 


tally and physically exhausted. 


When Suzanne had a series of bad 
attacks, she was sent to the hospital for a 
while, and then returned to our cell 
again.

“*That’s the last time for me,’’ she said 
quite cheerfully. “The next attack will 
probably finish me. I won’t ever be able 
to see America with you, Mrs. Shiber. 
But you will go _back, when times are 
better, and perhaps you will see it-differ- 
ently, and more freshly, if you try to see 
it with my eyes, with the eyes of a for- 
eigner looking at your country for the first 
time.” 

She must have thought that I 
seemed more dispirited than she, for 
she stopped talking of her own trou- 
bles, and shifted to mine. 

“Cheer up!” she told me. “You know, 
Mrs. Shiber, what I think is the matter? 
It’s that old dress you wear all the time. 
I think it would do -you good to put on 
something brighter. Not for anybody else, 
of course; there’s no one to see us here. 
But for yourself. It will make you feel 
livelier.’’ 

“I know, Suzanne,” I said, “but this 


is the only dress I hawe.” And I looked. 


down at the worn-out dark-blue dress 
which I had been wearing when I was 
arrested. 

“Here,” said Suzanne, rummaging in 
the sack in which her own few. belongings 
had been placed. ‘*Take this green dress. 
I have three. We’re just about of a size. 
I don’t need it.”’ | 

In spite of my protests, she made me 
put it on. 

“There,”’ she smiled, “‘it will bring y 
luck.” 


Two weeks later, when the air-raid 
alarm sounded at Troyes, I was apathetic. 
I knew no one was interested in bombing 
prisons; and we were outside of the town, 
away from any objectives. But Suzanne 
sprang up in great excitement. 
“It’s the British!” she cried. 
“Here they are! How wonderful! 
They aren’t going to lose the war! 
They aren’t! They aren’t!"’ 
And then her face contorted 
with the spasm of pain which I 
understood so well, for I had felt 
the same squeezing of the heart which I 
knew was then afflicting her. It was the 
worst attack she had ever had. They took 
her away to the hospital. 

A few days later I learned that she 
had died. . . 

I have new dresses now. But the green 
dress that Suzanne gave me still hangs in 
my closet. Somehow I feel that as long as 
it is there, a piece of Suzanne lives in the 
America she longed to visit.

“*‘North Star,” is being hailed as a major 
contribution to international under- 
standing. Here is his important message 
to all Americans. 


YWOOD is approaching the greatest 
crisis of its existence. It is a crisis 
which is going to affect every picture 

you will be seeing in your movie houses next 
year and the years to come. 

It will be a crisis far greater than the one 
which followed the last war when the Jazz 
Age and Jazz Age thinking, with its sex and 


America’s movies can be a mighty force in the postwar world 
—if they avoid the mistakes of the past. One of Hollywood's 
greatest producers speaks out to movie makers — and fans, too 


crime waves, almost wrecked Hollywood. 

I know what I am talking about because 
I’ve been through every crisis Hollywood ever 
had. I was in at the start. I stayed through 
them all. And I’m still in. I have seen the 
industry grow up from the days when pic- 
tures were made in cow pastures and livery 
stables and shown to people sitting on boxes 
placed on peanut-shell-strewn floors. 

Since then Hollywood has grown up — and 
Hollywood must admit it. The motion picture 
is one of the most tremendous forces in the 
world for influencing public opinion. It is time 
Hollywood leatned to respect its own power. 

The greatness of that power was summed 
up by a Frenchman who said that the United 
States has brought about a “cultural coloniza- 


tion”’ of the world through its movies. Wen- 
dell Willkie made me realize that again. After 
he had seen “‘Pride of the Yankees,”’ a simple 
story of Lou Gehrig, baseball player, he said 
to me: “You have done something important 
here. You help democracy everywhere by 


‘ showing what opportunities there are in 


America. J tike it because I can think of the 
influence it will have when people all around 
the world see it.”’ 


Ask This Question 


Next time you go to the movies, remember 
that comment by Mr. Willkie and ask your- 
self what the people of South America or 
Italy or Russia or China will think of that 
picture when they see it. That’s the test. And 
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when you ask yourself that question, you 
are stating the new problem the movies now 
face: They have global influence — is 
each picture’s influence good or bad? 
Already we have reports from our boys 
overseas. Those soldiers have been living with 
foreigners — sometimes they glow with pride, 
but often they are embarrassed by what their 
hosts must think of America and Americans 
after seeing some of the movie versions of our 
life and people. Our troops say sharply: 
“Some of our movies make us squirm in our 
seats.’” Sometimes here in the U.S., I squirm, 
too. 
They bitterly resent, for example, the smug- 
ness with which many Hollywood pictures 
depict all American soldiers as stalwart, un- 
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conquerable heroes and all Nazis as ludicrous 
fools. They also realize the gigantic harm 
done by movies which place the people of 
other nations in a false or ridiculous light. 

Our soldiers are closer to the problems than 
we are. Already they are aware of the global 
implications of our pictures. What’s more, 
those boys are coming home and will be a big 
part of the audience of the future. Holly- 
wood must get wise to itself. Its pictures 
must be in harmony with the world and the 
world’s future. : 

Don’t get me wrong. I know that the 
main job of the movies is to entertain. 
But, in entertaining, we must not cheat 
for the sake of easy box-office profits. 

We are approaching the end of another 
war. We cannot forget the experience of last 
time when the Armistice brought an expres- 
sion of demoralization and a breakdown of 
old standards. The Jazz Age burst into full 
flower with flasks on hips, sensational sex 
crimes, cynicism and general abandonment 
of restraint. At the start, movies did little to 
fight that trend; instead they helped to push 
us farther and farther down into the trough. 
And they almost wrecked themselves doing 
it. This time Hollywood cannot repeat. It 
must not indulge in another Jazz Age. It 
must hold the line. If we lower the bars again, 
we'll be threatening not only our own society, 
but the society of the world. 


Sex on the Rampage 


Ivs not hard for me to remember those 
frenzied days after the last war. If people 
were cynical, the movies were more so. If 
people talked about loose morals, the movies 
pictured it for them. If you want a clue to 
those times, look at these movie titles: 
“Lying Lips,” ““Mad Love,” ‘““Temptation,”’ 
“Passion Flame,’’ “Twin Beds,” “Flaming 
Youth,” “Children Not Wanted,” “On to 
Reno,” “Trifling Women,” ‘““Why Be Good?” 
You can guess the result. In one year — 
1921 — indignant groups saw to it that state 
legislators introduced nearly 100 censorship 
bills in 37 states! Most of them were defeated 
— and, fortunately, the industry took the 
hint and set up a code of its own with the 
Will Hays office to administer it. That was the 
beginning of a slow upward climb toward the 
respect and solidity Hollywood has today. 
It didn’t happen at once. It wasn’t easy. 
There was the gangster phase, for example, 
that came with the depression. Gangsterism 
had become big business — movies were 
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accused of glorifying it. All of you must re- 
member the deluge of crime pictures. “Little 
Caesar’’ — in 1930 — started the cycle. Those 
were years of cynical disillusionment and the 
films’ constant exposition of the gangster 
philosophy reflected them. Everything was 
stripped down to the bare essentials of might 
over right — aud 
the people flocked 
to see such films. 

Here is one thing 
I must say — and I 
can’t say it too 
strongly: You, the 
movie audience, are 
to blame, too, for 
what Hollywood 
has done. When it 
made sex pictures 
and crime pictures; 
it did it because you 
supported them. 
Don’t support them 
— and they won't 
be made. You

We 
must remember the 
soldiers who were 
embarrassed by 
American movies 
abroad. We must 
remember the Ar- 
gentine critic who 
once spoke of: * 
Your terrible mov- 
sex, loose 
women, jazz, gang- 
sters, stupid slap- 
stick comedy. How 
can you understand 
us, Or we under- 
stand you, without 
effort?”’ 

Ask anybody 
connected with 
Hollywood and he 
can give you hun- 
dreds of examples 
of the influence of 
movies: The cable, 
back in silent days, 
from a business 
house in Greece or- 
dering 30. barber 
chairs like the one 
they’d seen in a 
movie. Our pictures 
have started fash- 
ions abroad — in 
clothes, cars, 
~plumbing, housing, 
language. There 
was the English 
constable who complained bitterly about 
some lads on his beat, who, students of our 
movies, snarled: “Lay off, cop— or we'll 
bump you off.”’ 

But now, with the possibility of world 
peace hanging in the balance, our role be- 
comes. tremendously more important. I re- 
member the day the news broke in Holly- 
wood that the Allies had landed in Sicily. 
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Every studio rushed to make Italian Versions 
of their important films. You can imaging 
what a great part those movies can play ip 
winning back the people of Italy to a denio. 
cratic way of life. And what a part movies 
will play in the near future in winning back 
the people of all Axis countries. But to do it, 
our movies must be an honest reflection of 


«that democracy. They must be an honest 


picture and a potent spokesman for the ideals 
that the whole world must live by in the 
future. 


Ambassadors For Good — or Il 


Our movies can be the most friendly, most 
important ambassadors we have. They can 
work for us — and for peace and understand- 
ing — all over the world. But like our gov- 
ernment’s ambassadors at the Court of St. 
James's, or at Moscow or at Chungking, their 
conduct must be above reproach, must be 
statesmanlike in every old and true sense of 
the word. 

Again please don’t get me wrong. I still 
believe that movies must be produced for 
entertainment. But no producer, for the sake 
of any temporary box-dffice success, can run 
the risk of offending any nation or of lower- 
ing the moral standards of the world. 

Pictures speak louder than words. There 
is no better way of acquainting the world’s 
people with us than our movies. In the past, 
through a lack of scholarship and statesman- 
ship, movies have often painted a false picture 
of us and our country. But now, we must 
never allow ourselves to go back to the 
old ways. We must please not only the 
Hays office and the FBI — but we must 
also please an imaginary League of Na- 
tions and its members. 

Hollywood need not concern itself with re- 
forming the world. But there is much it can 
do to help establish better standards of living 
and to help the people of the world understand 
and respect each other. Hollywood can help 
cement the world together, or it can help sow 
the seeds of disunity. 

Keep that in the back of your mind every 
time you go to the movies. It will be the sum 
total of the judgment of all of you which will 
help hold Hollywood to the right path. Mov- 
ies will still be your greatest entertainment. 
But with your help they will discover that, 
with a sense of statesmanship as well as a 
sense of salesmanship, they can also be your 
greatest ambassadors abroad.

For a Christmas in the country! Here’s a 
jolly tale of what this idea meant to two 
little girls — Ruth and her Sister Eileen

SISTER Eileen and I were 
brought up in the tradition 
of heigh-ho, off to dear old 


Grandmama’s for plum pudding and 
the Christmas feast. The East Cleve- 
land Public School System insisted 
that grandmothers were bound to 
be hospitable old dears who lived 
in the country and liked it. 

But not our Grandma Farrel. She 
lived in the country—yes—but she 
habitually reversed tradition and 
showed up at our house for Thanks- 
giving, Christmas, Columbus Day 
and any other holiday she could find 
on her almanac, because Grandma 
loathed the country with an awful 
passion. 


A Pretty Picture 


Accorpinc to our Fourth Reader 
illustrations, Grandmother's house 
in the country was a sort of Cape 
Cod cottage, with green shutters, a 
jolly red roof, and generous amounts 
of snow attractively distributed over 
the landscape. Grandmama herself, 
complete with apron and spectacles, 
stood aquiver on the doorstep. 
Eileen and I found this story pic- 
ture exceedingly confusing. Our 
Grandmama inhabited an immense 
weatherbeaten structure which made 
Mr. Poe’s Usher's Castle mere 
child’s play. It was 200 feet long, 
50 feet wide, two stories high, with 
a flat roof. Grandpa had designed 
it, in the first flush of his enthusi- 
asm, to house 50 oil-well diggers, 
whom he confidently expected to 
hire to pump great wealth out of the 
meadows and valleys of his native 
Chagrin Falls. When he discovered 
that he had been royally gypped, 
he dropped this whole project and 
went off to Alaska, leaving Grandma 
in charge of the empty barracks, 
Thirty-five years later, 
Grandma was still trying 


what she called ‘“‘cozy.”’ 
Her brothers-in-law had loy- 
ally rallied around, and the 
barracks was filled with some- 
what decayed folding chairs, all 
marked in indelible ink on the back, 
“Farrel Funeral Parlor.’ A gigantic 
cbal stove occupied the front sec- 
tion of the house, a table made of 
planks and covered with clean but 
cracked oilcloth ran 42 feet down 
one side, and fluttering lengths of

The Farrel. family had been work- 
ing up a Christmas at Grandma’s 
house in. the country for years, 
Eileen and I weren’t the only ones 
raised on the tradition of the Fourth 
Reader and sleigh bells. But Grand- 
ma was adept at resisting the 
project of Christmas in the 
country. One year she came down 
with a severe head cold, recovering 
just in time to show up at’ Aunt 
Kate’s for dinner. Another time she 
claimed the well had frozen up and 
she would have to move back to the 
city early. Once, to the horror of the 


clan, she took a Pullman to New 
York and ate Christmas dinner in a 
hotel with her dear old sister. 

But at last, Grandma was caught 
off base.

woman of 83 working alongside kids. “‘I told them it was 
no time to quibble about my age,” she told me. “What 
we do on the home front may make the difference be- 
tween victory and defeat. That’s why I'm here.” 


MIDLOTHIAN, ILL. — This town outgrew its school- 
house. In the center of a war-industry area, the popula- 
tion jumped so fast that the school wouldn’t hold the 
pupils. The municipal debt was too high for more bonds. 

So the Midlothian people decided to do it them- 
selyes. Carpenters—by trade and by hobby — 
volunteered. Other men, women and children 
pitched in to do whatever they coulfi. 

I went to Midlothian to have a look. At nine o’clock at 
night I found John S. Benben, the superintendent of 
‘schools, up on the rouf laying shingles. President R. K. 
Cummings of the school board was sawing and nailing 
inside. Dorothy Thompson, school principal, was painting 
woodwork, Frank Lacher, a member of the village board, 
was painting the outside. And all around the building 
were bankers, salesmen, housewives, wielding paint 
brushes, hammers and other tools. 

Later I got the final report. The building was finished 
and paid for. The teachers acclaimed the acoustics as 
better than in the modern brick school next door, and 
the children liked their new rooms very much. “My 
mother helped paint it,” they boasted. 


CANTON, MASS. — Ong out of every 10 in this 
town of 6,500 is in the armed services. When they come 
home, Canton is going to see that they get a rousing 
welcome — and, if they need it, real help from a Home- 
coming Fund while they are readjusting themselves to 
civilian life. Here’s how, as reported to THIs WEEK Mag- 
azine by Dorothea Davis, Boston radio commentator: 

Canton has 13 war industries, and the manpower 
shortage is acute. The Committee that was formed to 
raise the Home-coming Fund hatched an idea. Why not 
get people to put in an extra four-hour shift in a war 
industry each week, after doing their regular jobs, and 
turn the proceeds into the fund? 

They put the plan up to the local representative of the 
War Manpower Commission. “Fine!’’ he said, and lined 
up the jobs that most needed to be done. The first week, 
23 volunteers were assigned to jobs. At last reports, about 
200 were putting in their four hours a week; and 
the committee is aiming at 650—one for each 
man and woman in the service. 

Managers of the war industries are delighted with the 
way the scheme is working. As the War Manpower Com- 
mission men put it: “Personnel managers would be green 
with envy if they could see fRe quality of men and 
women volunteering for this work. Walter Draper, for 
instance, who runs a factory making woolen blankets and

other necessities for the Army and Navy, is putting in 
his four hours a week in another plant. Bill Moseley, 
member of the school board and supervisor of welding 
instructors at the Bethlehem-Fore River shipyards, does 
his extra stint as a spinner in the Draper plant. John 


Chase, investment banker, is working as a sand blaster; 


Mike Rogers, town accountant, puts in his four hours 
as a laborer at the Knitted Padding Company; and Mrs. 
Marie Wells, mother of three sons in the service, is work- 
ing as a packer at the Plymouth Rubber Company. 

A board of tfustees has charge of the fund. Until it is 
needed, most of it is being invested in War Bonds. 


PRAIRIE VIEW, ILL. — This town, about 50 miles 
out of Chicago, not only went in for Victory Gardens 
in a big way last summer, but everybody saw to it that 
the town’s many fruit orchards were well tended. Result: 
more food than the growers could harvest. 

Prairie View devised a scheme which War Food Admin- 
istration officials hope other communities will adopt next 
season. Neighbors formed a club called the “RFD 
Gardeners.’ Whenever a member had a crop that threat- 
ened to be wasted, the other members were invited to 
come and pick all they could use. 

When surpluses were unusually big, friends from near- 
by towns and even from the city were invited to pick. 

Prairie View is eating well this winter. The families of 
Chicago commuters and those of the old residents know 
each other better too, thanks to rubbing elbows in the 
gardens and orchards. — PENCE JAMES

Your holiday turkey 
deserves one of these

HOLIDAY dinner 
should astonish 
the palate. It should 
fit the purse, fit the 
family, but always it 
should astonish the 
paiate. This puts the responsibility 
not on the quantity of the food but 
on its fragrance, on its flavor. And 
the highest pleasure in fragrance and 
flavor comes from the turkey or 
chicken dressing. 
A good dressing has a pleasing 
moist quality. And this quality can- 


VICTORY 


’ not be obtained unless the bread is 


at the right stage of staleness. When 
two days old, bread is still soft 
enough not to crack, and yet dry 
enough not to cling to the fingers. 
The crust should be cut from the 
loaf and the bread broken in pieces 
of even size. 


To Avoid Sogginess 


Ti most common faults of dress- 
ings are sogginess and compactness. 
These are caused by using bread too 
soft, or by using bread crumbs that 
are very fine or dry, and adding too 
much liquid. 

It is not necessary to stuff dress- 
ing over the breast of the turkey 
or chicken, but when it is done, the 
breast meat remains moist, has a bit 
of additional flavor, and is kept 
from drying out, especially if the 
breast bone is lacking in fat. 

The body cavity before being 
stuffed should be quite dry and, if 
desired, lightly rubbed with salt and 
pepper. Fill only % full of dressing. 
If stuffed too full, the bird bursts 
its bonds during roasting. Fasten 
the opening with wood or metal 
skewer pins, and then lace the open- 
ing with string, pulling the string 
until the edges of the skin meet. The 
ends of this same string can be used 
to tie the drumsticks close to the 
body and to the tail piece. 


Use Chicken Fat 


In MAKING stuffing this year, use 
the fat which is around the vent of 
the bird in place of the usual butter, 
or buy a bit of extra chicken fat. Or 
use a combination of cooking fats. 
Wash chicken fat well, dry it, and 
cut off all membrane. Then chill the 
fat and, before measuring, cut it in

Cut chicken fat 
into fine cubes and heat until melted 
in large skillet. Then sauté bread 
cubes until they are coated with fat 
and lightly browned. Add onion and 
seasonings, mixing lightly. Yield: 
stuffing for a 12- to 15-pound bird. 


Oyster Stuffing 

1 pint oysters 

2 quarts dry bread crumbs 

4 teaspoon pepper 

4 teaspoon celery salt 

1 teaspoon salt 

¥% cup chicken fat, finely chipped 

Look over oysters and cut them 
into quarters. Combine remaining 
ingredients and add oysters. Toss 
well, and stuff bird. Yield: stuffing 
for 12- to 15-pound bird. 


Watercress Stuffing 
2 quarts dry bread crumbs 
3 cups finely cut, very dry water- 
créss, leaves and stems 
4 lb. chicken fat 
1 cup finely chopped celery 
lg cup finely minced onion 
2 teaspoons salt 
4 teaspoon black pepper 
Prepare bread, and the watercress. 
Melt chicken fat over low heat. 


Sauté celery and onion 5 minutes in 
half the fat. Add watercress and 
seasonings.

Cook celery 5 minutes in boiling 
water. Cool and drain. Combine 
with fat, crumbs, nuts and seasonings. 
Toss well with a fork, and then add 
milk, slowly but steadily, tossing 
well until all is evenly mixed. Yield: 
stuffing for 12- to 15-pound bird. 


’ Onion Stuffing 
2 quarts dry bread crumbs

They must remem- 
ber that the one thing that helps is to make 
him realize he is not any different from the man 
he was — and to assure him that he is not to be 
set apart.

Pictured on this page are 
some of the high spots of a recent typical 
tour in which about 30 boys got an oppor- 
tunity to see the land they read about as 
kids in Sunday school. 


World’s Lowest Sea 


Srartinc out from Tel Aviv, they got their 
first sight of the ancient city of Jerusalem 
from the Hebrew University, which looks 
down on the old city. Across the plains they 
could see the Dead Sea, the lowest body of 
water in the world. Later, they went swim- 
ming there —- and were amazed to find that 
they couldn't sink, the water was so salty. 

Through the Mount of Olives they went on 
to Bethlehem. They passed the Well of the 
Magi and the Tomb of Rachel in the Fields, 
and in Bethlehem itself visited the Church of 
the Nativity and saw the birthplace of Christ. 

The boys were struck by ‘tthe beauty of 
the Garden of Gethsemane — crowded with 
flowers and massive, ancient trees. Here is 
the Church of Nations, built by the people 
of 14 countries, whose emblems are embla- 
zoned on the ceiling. It is also known as the 
Church of Agony — it was built on the rock 
where Christ prayed and was betrayed. 
Everywhere in Palestine are similar sacred 
places. 

Next morning they drove to the ruins of 
Jericho. Across the Allenby Bridge over the 
Jordan is the place where Joshua led the 
Israelites into Palestine, and also the spot 
where Jesus was baptized by John.
